RAJAH: THE BROOKES 
AND’ SARAWAK — 


Although official sciserelions have. 
been postponed until 1942, when the 
centenary of Brooke rule in Sarawak 
will be commemorated, this month, 
marks the 100th anniversary of James 
Brooke’s first visit .to the Borneo 
State. : 


In 1839, he anchored his yacht, 
Royalist, in the river at Kuching after 
a voyage from England, and thus be- 
gan one of\the most remarkable chap- 
ters in the story of colonial develop- 
ment — how a European adventurer 
came to rule over an independent ter- 
ritory in Borneo. 


James Brooke, who was born in 
India, and servéd as an officer, {n the 
East India Company’s army, first saw 
the Malay peninsula in 1830 when re- 
turning from India after resigning his 
commission. When he came back to 
England he conceived the idea of fitt- 
ing out a ship of his own for trade 
and exploration in the-East. His first 
voyage was not a success, .” 

After his father’s death he found 
himself with a private fortune of 
£30,000, which he used to buy and fit 
out the 127-ton schooner, Royalist, in 
which he left Devonport for the East 
in December, 1838, 


A FRIENDLY FEELING | 


Arriving at Singapore he heard that 
the Rajah of Sarawak, Muda Hassim, 
was well disposed towards the English, 
and he hoped to be able to take ad- 
vantage of this friendly feeling. 

At this thme Sarawak was part of 
the State of Brunei, whose Sultan had 
sent Makota, a chieftain, to be Gov- 
ernor of Kuching. Makota, a man of 
treacherous -character, had .used .his 
position to oppress the Malays and 
Land *‘Dyaks, who had revolted. 

“The Sultan had sent his uncle, 
Rajah Muda Hassim,: to” pacify — the 
country, *-but he had not recalled 
Makota. The result was open revolt 
on all sides. Muda Hassim was’ too

was still behaving treacherously. 

This was the State of Sarawak on ~ 
that.day 100 years ‘ago, when James 
Brooke had his interview with Muda 
Hassim. Muda  Hassim ttied - to 
persuade him that there was no war, 
“merely some child’s play among his 
subjects” but he soon heard hints that 
he should ‘stay “as a demonstration to 
intimidate’ the rebels." “We shall . 
see,” records Brooke in his journal. 

He left Kuching at the end of Sep- 
tember promising the Rajah he would 
return when the war was over. He 
went back a year later. 

The war, however, was Rae over, 
tind he planned an attack on the re- 
bels, the result of which was decisive 
and complete. 


M AKOTA'S RETREAT 


Muda Hassim offered to transfer the 
Government of Sarawak to Brooke,- 
and ordered a document to: be drawn 
up-for the Sultan’s signature. But a 
good deal of treachery had first to’ be 
overcome. In the end Brooke drew 
up a “treasury of grievances” against 
that “most mild and gentlemanly ras- 
cal, Makota, and ‘went on shore with 
an armed detachment and demanded 
an immediate audience. -with the 
Rajah. He pointed out “the villainy 
of Makota, his tyranny over all 
classes, and by determination to attack 
him by force, as neither the Rajah nor 
myself was safe, and drive him from 
the country.” 

Makota’s bluff was called, and he 
retreated, deserted ‘by all but a few 
slaves. Muda Hassim, now a_ free 
agent, drew.up an agreement in 
which he transferred the government 
to Brooke, The proclamation was 
read to the people on September 24, 
1841, and from / that date Brooke's 
yeign’ began. 

In August, 1842, his position as 
Rajah of Sarawak was ratified by a 
deed signed by the Sultan of Brunei.

‘CHANGES VIEW 


p Washington, Sept. 30. 

“We refilly do have a big atake 
abroad and we are disgusted by Hitler 
and Stalin and all the things that they 
represent for we are free people liv- 
ing in a democratic regime,” Senator 
H. Styles Bridges, Republican isoia~ 
tionist of New Hampshire, asserted to- 
day in a strong radio speech. 


Showing a change in his formerly 

' fervent isolationist leanings, Senator 

Bridges, who is considered to have a 

chance to win the Republican Pre- 
sidential nomination, continued: 

“We would not like to see an ex- 
tension of Nazism and-Communism and 
we are determined to prevent the ex- 
tension of these systems to our hemis- 
phere. To achieve this, we would 
fight. -‘However,’”? Senator Bridges 
amended, ‘we are not responsible yor 
the chaotic situation in which’Central 
Europe now finds itself nor in disputes 
about frontiers. No American must go 
to fight in Europe,” he affirmed. 

; SHOULD SELL PLANES 

His change from rabid isolationist 
views was turther evidenced in his 
next remarks, however. Senator 
Bridges continued: “Congress men 
should remain in Washington for the 
duration of the conflict for we could 
thus rapidly revise the Neutrality Act. 
Our factories should be given 

‘orders for national defence. We 
should manufacture aeroplanes, 
Foreign order for war 
materials should be executed,” he 
declared “so that, shoyd we later de- 
cide to export planes, these should be 
ready. ... 

“We follow a policy of non-inter- 

. vention and preparation for national 
defence so that, if eventually we must 
fight, we will be able to do so with 
a power that will make itself felt,” the 
formerly isolationist Senator concluded 
strongly. 

‘ Meanwhile, the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee issued a report to- 
day on the Pittman Bill for revision of 
the Neutrality Act. This report em- 
phasised that the arms embargo clause 
of the Act should he totally abolished. 

Political quarters to-day centred 
their attention on declarations made 
yesterday by Senator Key Pittman, 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, who said that where- 
as France and Great Britain could ob- 
tain no credits in the United States, 
Germany might. 

The two democracies, he pointed out, 
had not paid off their debts to the U.S. 
and therefore, by the terms of the 
Johnson Act, could borrow no more 
money. Senator Pittman said Germany 
was not in this position since she owed 
no money to the U.S. In fact, however, 
the political quarters asserted, Ger- 
many was a debtor to the United: 
States. She owed $508,000,000, which 
was the expenditure incurred by 
American troops during their occupa- 
tion of the Rhinland.—Havas.

try. 


The German planes emerged in 
small yvroups, generally 3, 6 or 9, 
but they also appeared in a large 
number, 35, 28 or 30. The largest 
group noted on the first day of the 
war over Warsaw counted 30 bom- 
bers and’ 15° pursuers, 


The Germans allege that the ob- 
ject of, their planes was to’ destroy 
military objectives, mainly airports 
and the planes therein sheltered. 

But the fact is that the Germans 
have a very special conception of 
awvhat is generally known as #4 milit-. 
ary: objective. 


From the very first day of the 
war, they bombarded a children’s 
hospital near Otwock in the vicinity 
of Warsaw where there was no 
military objective of any kind. 
Twelve children were the victims of 
this attack. 


‘The German bombs were of var- 
ious types and calibres. They were 
of 50, 100 and even 200 kgs. They 
also employed incendiary. bombs and 
low-firing machine-guns. They en- 
deavoured to destroy the lines of 
communication with the frontal 
zones, but also bombarded the towns 
in the interior of the country. 


The constant chasse-croise of the 
German planes over Poland convey- 
ed the impression of an infernal 
dance; the enemy planes, after cast-— 
ing their charge of bombs, returned 
to their bases and were soon re- 
placed ‘by others. 


The ‘attacks succeeded each other 
at intervals of about two hours, un-- 


til twilight. But the Polish anti-ai: | 


défence and pursuers stood their 
ground. On the first day of the 
war, the Polish aviation shot down 
36 German planes. 


Poland, during the same time, lost 
12 planes. The story of a Polish 
pilot who, having exhausted his re- 
serve of bombs, dived on to the 
enemy plane and crashed it, perish- 
ing with it in the flames, will re- 
main graven in our history. 

The first day’s response. of . the 
Polish artillery and air force is of a 
nature to make, the Germans re- 
flect. On the next day, that is, 
September 2nd, after a calm night, 
the ‘German fliers: pursued their at- 
tacks from a= gereat: height (5000 

meters) in order to avoid the action 
of. the Polish anti-air defence. This 
is why.the; damage was less. effective 
as ‘regards the military objectives 
and made more victims among the 
civillan population. At Grodzisk, 
near Warsaw, a bomb destroyed the 
war memorial of 1920 near the Town 
’ Hall. At: Gelestynow, a.

At Warsaw, the air war of nerves 
was conducted at a more rapid 
pace. The German planes appear at 
intervals. of:one hour. and a- half, 
‘generally at-a high altitude. 


The inhabitants of the Polish capi- 
tal. were in-a position to see a ter- 
rible fight in.the air, since the Polish 


‘air forces endeavoured to repulse the’ 


aggressors, : 


Lt, Colonel Pamula, the wellknown 
air ‘acrobat, alone on his plane, at- 
tacked “an enemy Messerschmidt. 
he soon exhausted 
and his enemy crashed 
wings. 


This brilliant officer, knowing that 
the Germans have the unchevaleres- 
que habit of finishing those who 
descend by parachute, made a turn- 
ing descent in his burning plane 


‘and jumped off at the last moment, 


He was transported to a_ hospital 
seriously affected by his burns. 


On that day, Poland’s losses 
while the 
Germans lost 32 bombers and pur- 
suers. At one single point, the Oke- 
cie airport near Warsaw, the Polish 
air defence shot down 2° Heinkel 


planes. 


During the second day of the 
German-Polish war, Marshal Goer- 
ing’s fliers reaped their laurels — by 
bombing the evacuation trains and 
the civilian population. Near Brém- 
berg, these heroes bombarded an 
ordinary civilian train composed of 
families of officers and officials which 
evacuated © from the 
city. ‘There were 47 victims, 17 
kiNled and 30 wounded, 

What is characteristic is that the 
German air crews are mainly com- 
posed of young. men aged from 18 
to 19 years. This has been noted 
several times in respect of the planes 
One of 
was forced 
Garden at 


the German bombers 
to land in the Hozer 
Warsaw. 


.The crew was taken prisoner, 
They were quite young men and it 
was quite clear that they had been 
forced to absorb drugs or alcohol. 
A similar case was observed near 
Brzesc where an enemy crew after 
a forced landing, tried to resist, 
The pilots ‘were disarmed. In fact, 
they were drunk. 


A striking testimony of the cruelty 
and the disloyalty of the German 
airmen is the incident that took place 
near Plonsk north of Warsaw on 
September 2nd. A plane flew over 
a little village with the distinctive 
insignia of a Polish apparatus. It 
was flying low,.as if it sought to 
land, The inhabitants, who were 
quite capable of distinguishing the 
Polish emblems from those of the 
enemy, rushed out on to the road to 
show the pilot the best landing 
ground and acclaimed him. ~~ 

The crew first made friendly ges- 
tures, ‘but soon the machine flew 
still. lower. The population, which 
had crowded on to-the road, was 
decimated by the machine guns, - 

This is not an isolated case in 
which the enemy, disgujsing himself 
under the colours of the adversary, 
has impudently violated every known 
convention, In their war against 
Poland,. the Germans resorted - to 
the most inhuman methods. From 
the very first days. the German 
aviators launched parachutisty in 
our lines. who. were instructed — to 
destroy the communicatiohs and to 
direct the attacks of the enemy. But 
the Poles were fully capable - of 
seizing agents of the enemy. This 
being the case, the Germans dis- 
guised them as’ Polish’ soldiers, -

THE WEIRD COUNT’ 
CAGLIOSTRO 


BY VINCENT TOWNE 

4 hush fell upon the gayeties of the 
court of Louis XVI. Nov. 29, 1780, 
Gount Cngliostro, the lion of Paris 
sogiety,. gravely announced that on 
that day and at the moment named 
Queen Marie Antoinette’s mother, the 
Empress Maria Theresa, had. died in 
Vienna. There was no telegraph or 
telephone at that time, and the fleet- 
est.messenger could make Paris from 
Vienna in no less than five days. Of 
course, the vast majority of courtiers 
merely thought that CagHostro had 
taken big chances on a bold guess, 
and they sniffed dubiously. Then, early 
in December, a messenger appeared 
with a dispatch from the Queen, and 
Paris stood agape to note’ that the 


Count’s grim prophecy had been ful- - 


filled to the hour of the day. 

Ambassadors, nobles, princes were 
now ready to believe some of the 
most extravagant claims — concerning 
Cagliostro — that he could manufac- 
ture gold; that he could summon even 
kings from their graves; that he had 
renewed the youth of his wife, who 
was really a very old woman with a 
son of 50; that he was of divine origin 
and could make himself invisible at 
will. It was thought also that he had 
lived for centuries — that he was, in 
fact, the Wandering Jew. 

He awed Europe with his hypnotic 
feats and by his healing of the poor, 
from whom he would accept no pay- 
ment. He instituted a sort of Masonic 
cult, into which he drew thousands of 
initiates, many of them women.. He 
foretold the lucky numbers of the 
government lotteries and dispensed his 
elixir of youth, the “wine of Egypt.” 
He lived like a noble, travelled with 
the entourage of a prince, showered 
money upon charities, assumed a 
majestic monner which forbade fami- 
liarities. 

Qnce when some one made so bold 
as to ask, “Who are you?” he replied, 
“Tam ‘He Who Is.” 
St. Germain, no one could learn 
whence he had come or 
whence he had _ obtained his title. 
But whereas St. Germain spoke all 
languages equally well, Cagliostro 
spoke them “equally - badly.” The 
Prince Cardinal de Rohan declared 
that he had seen the Count manufac~ 
ture gold and diamonds. Finally, 
after he had become implicated with 
the Cardinal in the celebrated scandal 
of the Queen’s diamond necklace, they 
locked him up in the Bastille, where 
he uttered the prophecy: 

“The Bastille shall be gestioyad and 
the people shall dance on Its alte.” 

And this prophecy was fulfilled 
But 
by this time Cagliostro had been 
and was drifting about 
Europe. Having reached Rome, how- 
ever, he was condemned by the .Pope 
as a dangerous foe to, religion and

sentenced to life imprisonment in a 
dungeon, where he died in 1795. 

_ His past was then laid bare and it 
was learned that he was Giuseppe: 
Balsamo, son of a poor peasant of 
Palermo, Sicily. He had been such an 


incorrigible at school that he had 
been expelled, and after this disgrace 
his family entered him in a Sicilian 
monastery, where he was put to work 
in the apothecary shop conducted by 
the monks. His knowledge of chemis- 


This little episode was the cause of 
Balsamo's plunge into the outer world, 
which now offered him such a varlety 
of adventures. He had to flee from 
the outraged authorities. 

Wandering across Europe, he cross- 
ed into Asia and in the Orient gleaned 
the * esoteric knowledge that later 
enabled him to influence the tulers of ' 
men. ,In- Rome he gained the affec- 
tions of a wondrously beautiful girl; 
he wed her and made her his partner 
in mischief. 

When they arrived in Paris, she 
was still only 20, but to sell his “wine 
of Egypt” he pronounced her to be an 
aged woman, mother of a son of 50, 
who had renewed her youth by this 
elixiv of life. 

But although proved a swindler and 
a quack, no one ever satifactorily ex- | 
plained to the people of his time the 
secret of his psychic feats, such as 
guessing the successful lottery num- 
bers and announcing the death of the 
Queen's mother. They were the 
foundation of his reputation as the 
greatest man of mystery of that time.
